Instead of the “state socialism" so 
long advocated they are turning to a transitionary system 
of public control- of certain industries. The London 
Times says: “The business of production is now admitted 
to be unsuitable for control by government departments. 
The old conception of the state as a universal' provider of 
employment, wages and every other good, lias been aban¬ 
doned by socialist thinkers and instead, trades union lead¬ 
ers now declare for gradualism, with a warning that in¬ 
dustry is not to be the sport of political theorists or rash 
experiments.” y *

A reader of this paper having time on, his hands, took 
a recent issue of The Advocate and counted up the num¬ 
ber of people whose names appeared in that issue. He 
fdund approximately 600 individuals ‘‘had their names in 
the paper," the great .majority being people of this dis¬ 
trict. He also counted the number of organizations, pla¬ 
ces and events which received space and these numbered 
upwards of 250. 1'his is outside of the advertising and 
editorial columns. This week the goings to and fro, and 
the events connected with other individuals and other or¬ 
ganization s will be recorded, and on it goes throughout the 
year. 

I * 

This gives an idea of the news recorded in the home¬ 
town weeklies. The movement and activities of the citi¬ 
zens through the district is passed on for the benefit not 
only of the local readers, but for those in other parts of 
Canada and the world. Little of the news is sensational, 
little of any permanent importance, but most of it is hap¬ 
py, and altogether it constitutes a history of our normal 
.community life. Each of the 600 or so names mentioned, 
has a special interest for some little group of readers. 
The activity of each little district or organization attracts 
the interest of a still larger group. 

So the weekly paper in its every issue is a sort of news 
letter, as representative as possible of the district which 
it serves, carrying some personal item' of news into .al¬ 
most every home and mirroring as faithfully as possible 
the weekly happenings. Every little item of visiting and 
meetings, of farm or business development, of recreation 
or labor, of accomplishment, adventure or Misadventure is 
news of value to the paper and appreciated by the read¬ 
ers. 


The idea of nationalism of industries is apparently pas¬ 
sing in Britain,- and labor leaders lean to socialized in¬ 
dustries conducted on business lines.

NEWSPAPER BEST 
PUBLICITY MEDIUM 


Anyone who contributes any such item is a real friend 
to the editor, making his work of writing his weekly news 
letter more pleasant and worthwhile. The more names 
and events, recorded, the more will subscribers enjoy the 
perusual. 

The fact that hundreds of people every week have a 
personal interest in reading the paper, should also be a 
matter for advertisers to consider. The more people who 
are lipked up with the weekly news, the greater the value 
of advertising. 

One of the best restoratives afforded a newspaper pub¬ 
lisher is a search through the back files of his paper. 
Here are recorded items of interest unrecorded anywhere 
else. News of the district, news of people, not particular¬ 
ly significant at the tfine, but all contributing to the build 
ing up of the present. It is the only sustained history 
which any community has on record. Viewed in this light 
each common place little story recorded becomes a part 
of community history. 


Is this the attitude of Ottawa.' The fact that Mr. Gor¬ 
don claims inability to control movement, would point 
more clearly than ever to the respnsibility of the Domin¬ 
ion to look after transients.. Because Ottawa is unable 
to prevent Ontario laborers from coming to'Alberta, 
should the upkeep of these people be placed upon this 
province ? 

Canada, in point of population,, is small. There are ten 
million people to be accounted for. The census, which was 
taken in 1930 contains the full list. It was taken thor¬ 
oughly for the avowed purpose of getting an . accurate 
check on Canadian industry and Canadian people. Yet not. 
one reference seems to have been made to this costly com¬ 
pilation. Granted that it might be difficult to check in¬ 
stantaneously the perpetual march of the people, yet for 
two years no effort has been made to arrive more nearly

The stores that have continued with 
intelligent, sound, aggressive adver¬ 
tising campaigns have fared better 
of late than those stores which have 
curtailed too rigidly. 

“Few business ventures requiring 
the stimulous of advertising could 
live without use of the newspaper. It 
is the one .dominant advertising med¬ 
ium. In it we spend more than one- 
half of the entire budget for all 
forms of publicity. We do so right-

at who’s who and why. And confusion is daily being 
worse confounded.

It is amusing and also tragic to contemplate the many 
“impossibilities” in connection wth dealing with the un¬ 
employed, which would be met decisively, and with great 
vigor if these human beings were required for war and 
gun fodder.

Just what, or whom, is to be con¬ 
sidered as a transient family, for pur 
poses of unemployment relief, is a 
point to be determined in each prov¬ 
ince as between the government and 
the municipalities This was agreed 
upon at the Friday morning session 
of the four-province conference of 
mayors and government ministers. 

A more satisfactory definition of 
transiency in term* of families was 
felt to be necessary, in order that 
residence requirements may be more 
clearly stated. Whether the province 
or the municipality is responsible fo 
the relief of such families is the 
problem involved but the feeling of 
the conference was that it is not a 
problem to be solved inter-provincial- 
ly. It was thereore decided that each 
separate government shall take it up 
with its municipalities, presumably in 
the near future. 

The division of costs for relief 
work between the municipalities, 
provinces and Domi nion continued to 
be under discussion (Turing the morn¬ 
ing with a decision, probably in the 
nature of a compromise, expected la¬ 
ter in the day.

Conservation Accounts- for Rapid 
Decline in Output 


Sharp decline in naphtha deliveries 
from Turner Valley, during July was 
shown in the official report of the 
Calgary refineries, issued Saturday. 
Figures are the lowest month’s pro¬ 
duction in recent years. ’ 

Total deliveries were only 53,535 
barrels, compared with 61,447 barrels 
in June, a drop of 7,912 barrels and 
with 90,248 barrels in July, 1931, a 
drop of 46,713 barrels. 

Conservation tests in Turner Valley 
were responsible for the decrease in 
naphtha production. For a period of 
24 hours all wells were shut off com¬ 
pletely while on other days gas pro¬ 
duction was curtained to limit the 
field flow to 200,000,000 cubic feet 
daily.

Under normal condition it takes 
57.2 eggs to pay for the cost of feed 
for a pullet during the pullet year, 
figures supplied by the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental station at Lennoxville, 
Que., show. As this figure is arrived 
at from an average of twelve years’ 
results it is of more than ordinary 
interest. The number of eggs re¬ 
quired to pay the cost of feed per 
bird varies, of course, with prevailing 
market prices from year to year. 
During the period of the report it has 
ranged from as low as 50 eggs in 
1922, to a peak of 69 in 1928, while 
it took 51 to pay the feed cost in 
1931. It is also interesting to note 
that the same cost study shows that 
an average of 15 eggs is sufficient to 
pay the cost of feed per bird during 
the winter months only.

Gas Board Ordered Release and 
, Gas Blows Dp 


In the presence of Turner Valley 
Gas Conservation Board officials 
and allegedly as a consequence of 
their instructions, Hylo No. t, huge 
rurner Valley wet gasser, blew up 
.Sunday afternoon, caught hre and 
did damage estin ated at oetween 
$iU,QpO„;jnd $16,000. 

Held down to 1,000 pounds press¬ 
ure, the gas Was ordered released by 
the gas board officials. The drillers 
complied. The released gas shot up 
the hole with terrific force carrying 
along with it pieces of rock. 

Suddenly, with an ear splitting 
roar and a blinding flash of light, tne 
gas ignited. In r. few minutes the 
derrick was in ruins and costly equip¬ 
ment in the vicinity was a blackened 
mass of.jjld iron. 

Following much hard work, the 
ilame, fed by the oil which saturated 
tne derrick, was extinguished.’ Owing 
to the fact that the valves were dam¬ 
aged, it was impossible to clamp 
down the gas am) the well was run¬ 
ning wide open, Monday, out control. 

Officials tflU t.io Hylo syndicate ex¬ 
pressed the view that the well itself 
had not been damaged, although they 
were not certain. They pointed out 
tout there wa s mi nece s sity to build 
a new derrick as the well had been 
completed. 

When the Turner Valley Gas Con¬ 
servation Board fiist expressed its 
intention to order the closing in of 
the Hylo well, strong protests were 
made by Hylo syndicate officials. The 
well was finally closed in under 
threat of the gas hoard to confiscate 
the lease.
